Her testimony was 
very briefand there was no cross-examina- 
tion. On the night of Sept. 13, 1886, she had 
been sick with bilious headache and had been 
treated by Dr. McDaniels. Her husband, 
George Hudson, the defendant, had been 
home that night. 


TO IMPEACH FARISH, 


At this point Attorney Benton for the de- 
fense offered to introduce in evidence certain 
records of the Newton County Court impeach- 
ing the testimony of Sam Farish, one of the 
State’s most important witnesses. The rec- 
ords were ruled out as inadmissible because 
they were not complete.

THE DEFENSE RESTS. 

Here Attorney Benton answered: 

**May it please the Court, the defense now 
rests its case.’’ 

*‘*Then court stands adjourned until 8:30 
o’clock to-morrow morning,’’ said Judge 
Bland. 

During the afternoon session Mr. Lon P. 
Cunningham of Joplin arrived, and was 
warmly greeted by his fellow lawyers. He 
was at oncesworn in as a witness for the

‘Mr. Cunningham is the gentleman 
whom Witness Mulkey testified yesterday he 
had once believed to be the man who shot Dr, 
Howard.

me yeep Chas. A. Blair was placed on 
the stand this morning by the defense, when 
the trial was resumed. He testified that he 
knew Reuben Barber, colored, a witness in 
the Hudson case and had heard him make a 
statement under oath in Aug. 138 last, and 
identified the complete transcript of Barber’s 
statement as typewritten by him from his 
shorthand notes. From memory witness tes- 
tified that he thought Barber had testified 
that the first time he saw George Hudson 
after the killing of Dr. Howard was two 
weeks before Hudson’s arrest. Also that 
Barber had testined on 7 * 13 
last that he had not seen the defendant in 
Neosho. On cross-examination witness was 
unable to testify positively to other state- 
ments made by arber on that same date, 


CUNNINGHAM ON THE STAND. 


Mr. Lon B, Cunningham was then placed 
on the stand by the State. He testified that 
he was a lawyer, lived in Joplin, Mo., and 
had lived there since 19877. Had known Dr. 
Louis G. Howard. Remembered the circum- 
stances of Howard’s killing. 

‘*‘Did you hear the shot which killed Dr. 
loward?’’ 

‘*‘We object,’’ cried Lawyer Benton,.but 
the objection was overruled.

‘*Where were you at the time that shot was 
fred?’’ 

The defense again objected. They argued 
that the placing of Mr. Cunningham on the 
stand was for the purpose of refuting the 
testimony of Witness Mulkey brought out in 
the prosecution’s cross-examination in 
which Mulkey had stated thathe had be- 
lieved the man he saw running away from. 
the scene of Dr. Howarda’s murder was Lon 
B. Cunningham. The Court ruled that the 
witness could answer.

‘*Did you have a pistol that night, Sept. 13, 
1886,°"

examined this afternoon andthat their tes- 
timony will not be of a -startling nature 
as itis merely in rebuttal of evidence al- 
ready introduced. 

After adjournment at noon Judge Bland 
handed to both the prosecution and defense 
copies of his charge to the gury in the Hud- 
son murder caseas it will be given at the 
close of the evidence, The lawyers are now 
carefully going over the Judge’s charge. 

THE INSTRUCTIONS. 

Judge Bland’s ee ged ge to the jury will in- 
struct for a verdict of murder in the first ae- 
gree oracquittal. The defense has made no 
effort to prové that the killing of Dr. Howard 
was not a premeditated murder. Their only 
defense has been that George Hudson is not 
the man who committed the murder. No 
other verdict, therefore, than that of murder 
in the first degree or of acquittal ts possible. 

At the close ofall oftheir other testimony 
late this afternoon the prosecution, it Is 
stated, will make a formes! demand for the 

roduction in court of the letter written by 

ohn Kingston, Superintendent of the Granby 
Mining Co. ,to Peter|E. Blow immediately aft- 
er the arrest of George Hudsonifor the mur- 
der of Dr. Howard. This ig the letter 
which Blow stated on the witness-stand 
last Tuesday he nad brought with him from 
Knoxville, Tenn., and left with his attorney 
in St. Louls. He stated then that he wouid 
procure that letterif possible and submit it 
in evidence, as requested by the prosecution. 
Mr. Blow retuned to 8t. Louis Tuesday night 
and has not sin come back to Rolla, his 
testimony having been concluded and the 
prosecution not making any demand for his 
reappearance on the stand.

DEPUTIES IMMINENT.

Bftorte Made to Patch Up a Truce by Pres- 
ident Carnot—Balfour’s [Irish Local

PakRIs, Feb, 19.—The prevailing opinion is 
that there will be a dissolution of jthe Cham- 
bers unless the Ministry, which has just re- 
signed, is patchedup.

Itis evident that 
the President is reluctant to accept his resig- 
nation and the separation of a Ministry 
which has been so beneficial to France.

M. Clemenceau, leader of the Radicals, was 
at the bottom of the present ministerial 
crisis,as he has beenat heurly all crises of 
the kind in many years. Hets quick to turn 
others out of office, but never takes office 
himself. In the present case M. De Freycinet 
had no intention of pressing the associations 
bill, which was designed merely to frighten 
the bishops and please the Radicals. The 
demand for urgency placed the Premierina 
difficult position, If he accepted the motion, 


it would be equivalent to a di- 
rect attact on the church and 
would bring down upon the Govern- 


mentthe hostility of the Right, while to re- 
fuse urgency would betray insincerity on the 
part of the Government. In this situation 
M. De Freycinet tried to equivocate, where- 
upon M. Clemenceau sternly called upon him 
to drop his political subtleties and state 
plainly whether he was for or against separ- 
ation of Church and State. Stung to the 
quick M. De Freycinet called fora vote of 
confidence. He hoped tobe supported bya 
coalition of the moderates with the Radical s 
on the Right. He was bafiied in both, as 
Clemenceau intended he should be, and 
beaten by the combination of the Radicals 
with the Right, which Clemenceau, the most 
artful tactician inthe Chamber, had quickly 
arranged. 

M. De Freycinet had a conference with the 
President this morning and formally ex- 
plained the incidents that Occurred in the 
Chamber last night which led to the resigna- 
tion of the ministry. M. Carnot requested 
that De Freycinet then sumumiin hfs colleagues 
to_a meeting with the President at 8 o’clock 
this afternoon, when a prolonged discussion 
of the situation will be had. 

All the members of the Cabinet met at the 
office of the Minister of War this afternoon 
and discussed the situation for an hourand a 
half... They finally decided to go the Elysee 
Palace and tendera collective resignation to 
President Carnot. 


IRISH LOCAL GOVERNMENT, 


MR. BALFOUR’S BILL PRESENTED IN THE 
BRITISH COMMONS. 
LONDON, Feb. 19.—Agreeable to expecta- 


tion, the Irish local government Dill was in- 
troduced in the House of Commons yester- 
day by Mr. Balfour amid cheers of the Gov- 
ernment supporters. In introducing the bill 
Mr. Balfour said that ever since the forma- 
tion of the present Government, and even 
before that time, the extension of local gov- 
ernment to every part of the United King- 
dom had been a cardinal point of the Con- 
servative policy. That intention, he de- 
clared, had been constantly adhered to since 
by the Government. They had introduced 
local government bills for Scotland. If they 
had not dune the same for Ireland, it must 
have been because great specific and obvious 
Gangers attended such a course. 

In calling upon Mr. Balfour to present his 
bill the Speaker, by a slip of the tongue, 
spoke of him as ‘*Chief Secretary for Ire- 
land,’’ and before he was able to correct 
himself Mr. Balfour wasup. With his scanty 
notes, Mr. Balfour in the first fifteen min- 
utes seemed to be embarrassed by the multi- 
plicity of the measure. Thereafter, how- 
ever, he spoke with lucidity, which Mr. 
Morley, later in the debate, accorded a gen- 
erous tribute. By the time Mr. Balfour 
reached the clause empowering judges to try 
and dissolve a guilty council, the opposition 
purst intoastorm of derisive cheers, which 
grew in intensity as the speech proceeded. 
In the lobby the talk was exclu- 
sively on the question whether or not 
the bili would precipitafe the dissolution 
of Parliament. 

The Post, inanarticle expressing mild ap- 
proval of the Irish local government bill, 
says that the measure is pre-eminently one 
to be Judged in accordance with the views of 
its originators. Inanother column the Post 
says: ‘*The reception accorded the bill in 
the House of Commons makes it highly prob- 
able thatthe Government will modify the 
safeguarding clauses beforeit is offeredé¢for 
second reading. The stromgest ebjections 
are offered to the Trial Councll’s cumulative 
vote, the disfranchisement of illiterates and 
the control of capital expenditure,’’ 

The Chronicle describes the bill as an honest 
attempt, but as falling tO please anybody. It 
continues: ‘*The fact that Mr. Balfour’s 
whole speech was a dispirited apology of his 
own supporters, instead of a strong defense, 
suggests that the bill is like the hero of Ibsen, 
‘worm eaten at birth.’ Am important point 
is that Mr. Redmond and Mr, McCarthy 
tumbled over each other in their wild rush to 
be first to oppose the Dill. The principle 
of the trial by councils is a_ gross 
excrescence and must be resisted.’’ 

The Times snys: ‘‘Mr. Balfour displayed a 
complete mastery cf the deals of a very com- 
plicated and technical question. The safe- 
guards proposed would probably never inter- 
fere with the free action of the Councils. 
The trial clause is really nothing particularly 
new.

A HEADLESS CORPSE, 


Sensational Murder Trial In the French 
Capital 


A CRIME RIVALING IN ATROCITY THE 
EYRAUD-BOMPARD CASE. 


Preliminary Examination in Progress—A 
Typical Parisian Killing—Retribution 
Follows a Girl’s Betrayal—Mr. Deacon 
Relates the Story of the Killing of 
Abisile—Criminal News, 


PARIS, Feb. 19.—The trial of Charles Vau- 
bourg, whose crime recalls some of the 
startling tales of the ‘‘Arablan Nights,’’ 
commenced before the Seine Assizes to-day. 
Vaubourg, whoisamanof fair complexion 
and good-looking, in spite of his deep «set 
eyes and unkempt hair, is one of the most 
interesting criminals in the history of 
Parisian crime. Though the murder for 


was committed over three months ago, and 
in spite of the fact that every effort has been 
made to obtain a confession from him, the 
authorities have not yet been able to wring 
from Vaubourg the motive he had for com- 
mitting the sensational murder with which 
he is charged. 

The story told by the Prosecuting Attorney 
to-day was lHstened to with breathless inter- 
est. He said that on Nov. 4 last a horrible 
discovery was made inacellar situated be- 
neath a building at No. 27 Rue De Charonne, 
this city, a large five-story house occupied by 
anumber of workmen’s families, and also 
the place where the workshops of M. 
Vacheress, a furniture manufacturer, were 
located in the basement. Two workme®# at 
about noon went down into the cellar to fetch 
apacking case, and one of them went by 
himself intoa further cellartolook for the 
necessSary box. 

FOUND A HEADLESS BODY. 

There he found the body of a man, com 
pletely naked with the head cut off at the 
shoulders. The startled workman, pale witn 
horror, called to his comrade and told him of 
the ghastly discovery he had made. Thetwo 
men, after a moment’s consultation, gave 
the alarmandin a short time the police had 
charge of the premises and commenced an 
investigation. The inhabitants of the Rue 
De Charonne were terror stricken and looked 
asKant at each other as if expecting to find 
the murderer in their midst. 

Dr. Descants, a police surgeon, after ex- 
amining the corpse, declared that the crime 
must have been committed in the night of 
Monday or Tuesday, the 24 or 3a of Novem- 
ber, for there were already signs of putre- 
faction: He further concluded that the man 
had been strangled before his head had been 
cut off, anda short cord was found in an 
outer cellar, where itis evident the deed was 
done. The decapitation, he added, appeared 
to have been done by very skilifal hands. 

The Prosecuting Attorney said that the 
murdered man appeared to have been about 
25 years ofage,about middie height,muscular 
and well developed. There were no signs of 
violence on the body other than those about 
the neck, and from the appearance of the 
man’s hands it was concluded that he was a 
blacksmith, a stoKer or an engine driver. 

RIVALING THE GOUFFE MURDER. 

Following soon afterthe Michael Eyraud and 
Gabrielle Bompard crime, otherwise known 
as the strangling of Gouffe, the lawyer’s 
clerk, for which Eyraud,it will be recalled, 


was executed, the crime with which 
Vaubourg is termed, caused one 
of those wild sensations peculiar to the 
Parisian world. On Nov. 5, M. Athalin, the 


examining magistrate and M. Goron, Chief of 
the Detective Service, were enabled to obtain 
an important statement which led to the 
arrest ofa porter, Charles Vauborg, the pris- 
oner, who, itis claimed, had already en 
implicated at Besancon in a case of mMan- 
slaughter. Vauborg, the prosecuting attor- 
ney said, lodged inthe house where the head.- 
less body was found and it will be proved 
that on the fatal Friday night he returned 
home in company with a man who was never 
seen toleave the house. Vauborg told the 
police that the man’s name was Boutry, and 
that he was a porter like himself. 

Vauborg was then officially placed under 
arrest and brought before the magistrate for 
examination. ie was then informed that 
the headiess body had been proved to be that 
of his friend Boutry, also known as Boutollle, 
and Vauborg was advised to confess that he 
had murdered the man. 

Vauborg claimed that the police were mis- 
taken and that Boudry had gone to join his 
regiment. Buta hat known to have belonged 
to Boudry was found in Vauborg’s lodging. 
oe latter said that Boudry had given it to 

m. 

THE KILLING CONFESSED. 

Later, when pressed hard in private by the 
magistrate, Vaubourg broke down and ad- 
mitted that he had killed Boudry. He brought 
Boudry home with him to sleep, and soon 


after they got in bed together thoy had a 
quarrel. Vaubourg became enraged with his 
companion and seized him by the throat and 
when he released his hold, Boudry was dead, 
He had strangled his friend unintentionally. 
After that he concealed the body in the cel- 
lar. He cut the head off and threw it down a 
or fag to prevent the body from being identi- 
ed.

A Basis of Compromise to Be Reached 
Te-Day-—John M. Thayer’s Usurpa- 
tion Judicially Announced—Hill and 
Cleveland Discussed by a Missourian 
Political News. 


New OrLeans, La., Feb. 19.—Both of the 
State Central Committees have been in ses- 
sion since yesterday, but have not agreed as yet 
whether to agree or disagree.

WHEAT IN A POOKET. 


Speculators Quietly Secure Millions of 
Bushels, 


THE CEREAL FOR FUTURE DELIVERY 
LARGELY OVERSOLD. 


Less Than One-Third of the May Contracts 

Can Be Filled—Oapital Behind the 

” Move—Crafty Manipulation to Control 

Markets The Operators and Their 
Methods. 


New York, Feb. 19.—At irregular intervals 
during the last two or three years the wheat 
markets have been disturbed by secret 
manipulation on @ giganticscale. In each 
instance the manipulation stopped as qul- 
etly and mysteriously as it began, and in 
each instance a great sum was taken from 
the speculative capital in the grain trade. 
At least $10,000,000 in money has been taken 
out of the Chicago wheat market since 
1888 and passed to the credit of the man!pu- 
lative combination or person. The pool, 
according to the Jimes of to-day, is again in 
the market. The finger of suspicion has been 
pointedly directed toward P.D. Armour of 
Chicago and his brother, H. O. Armour of 
New York, as the principals. It was a story 
without foundation, Butit doeg not follow 
that P. D. and H, O. Armour would not run 
adeal for somebody else if there was an 
assurance of $1,000,000 In commissions in it, 
with unlimited capital back of the 
enterprise. Jim Keene was also mentioned 
as one of the men in the deal and it 
is not certain that Mackey is not one ofthe 
partners inthe clique. To John D. Rocke- 
feller, the director of the Standard Oil, to- 
gether with Col. T. J. North, the $50,000,000 
nitrate king, and the brightest of the ‘‘big 
bonanza’’ millionaires, who- several years 
ago soughtto see how their surplus other- 
wise idle funds might be employed to advan- 
tage, the manipulation of the grain markets 
of New York and Chicago would be the mer- 
est child’s play. 

THE POOL FORMED. 

A great wheat pool was formed and has 
been doing business forthe last four or five 
months. Upto theturn ofthe new year the 
combine played for a decline, but since then 
it seems to have been shaping its course in 
the other direction. They sent acorps of 
agentsto the Russian famine districts and 
another set of men to take observations in 
other flelds. The reports that were for- 
warded represented the factsto be worse 
than the most sensational word painter had 
depicted. Over 40,000,000 people were in need 
of assistance more orless urgent, and 25 per 
cent of that number would certainly starve 
unless helped. Thecommercial significance 
of the disclosures became clear. A study of 
the needs of the importing countries for the 
next months satisfied the manipulators that 
every bushel America could spare 
from her phenomenal surplus would 
be wanted, and that unless 
another monstrous crop should follow that 
of 1892, the chances, based on natural 
causes, favored ahigh rangeof prices for 
twelve months ahead. It was upon such 
theories and conclusions that the programme 
was changed about the middle of last Decem- 
ber and a bull campaign determined upon. 

QUIET METHODS. 

There are atthe present timetwenty or 
nfore houses on the Chicago Boardof Trade 
that are carrying heavy lines of wheat which 
do not usually cut much of a 
figure in the grain trade. These 
houses for weeks have been absorbing the 
offerings of this market. Innocases were 
the brokers acting for these houses permit- 
ted to bid for property, that is, bid the mar- 
ket up in order to get wheat. The object has 
been clearly to accumulate aslargea line as 
possible without attracting notice. Number- 
less little concerns are long from 500,000 to 
1,500,000 bushels, each of whose books usuaily 
show open trades in 50,000 to 400,000 bushels. 
On the breaks they have been called viciously 
for margins, alwa&¥s responding cheerfully 
and promptly, rarely ‘‘calling back,’’ the 
procedure commonly adopted when it is de- 
sired to protest against demands deemed un- 
necessarily severe. The larger houses have 
always been favored to a modgerate extent 
with clique buying orders, but not enough to 
attract attention. Itis given outin explan- 
ation when anyone asks: ‘‘whois buying all 
this wheat?’’ that foreigners represented the 
long interest and that they were certain to 
be ‘‘shaken out.’’ 

WORKING THE MARKET. 

This has helped tokeep the market weak, 
and made iteasier to accumulate contracts 
on the buying side. Sentiment was all one 
way, andit wasthecommon expectation to 
see wheat go down to 7ic or 80c. Why it did 
notsobreak was a mystery. Wheat that 
stands sold upon the books of the commis- 
Sion-house on the Chicago Board of Trade 
at present aggregates 70,000,000 or 80,000,000 
bushels. Now what does an open interest of 
70, ,000 or 80,000,000 bushels represent? Sup- 
pose that 30,000,000 bushels represents wheat 
in Western warehouses ‘‘sold against’’ in 
Chicago as a hedge to protect holders of cash 

roperty against the declinesin the market. 
tisclaimed on pretty good authority that 
there are less than 40,000,000 bushels In public 
and private warehouses ‘In the West. The 
actual open speculative short interest in the 
Chicago market is approximately 50,000,000 
bushels, which amount must be brought in 
upon the open market, because it cannot be 
delivered in substance. 

In addition to the 50,000,000 bushels purely 
speculative short interest tn Chicago, there 
are similiar open interests for possibly an 
equalamount in the combined markets of 
St. Louls, Toledo, New York and Liverpool. 
The big pool has the wheat contracts. Its 
agents have been buying all the wheat that 
the bears have cared to sell for future de- 
livery in all the great public markets of the 
world. It bas more millions in money back 
ofit than any speculative combination of 
modern times. 

THE FUTURE. 

Should the crop prospects turn out poorly, 
and the farmers from that cause, or because 
ofa belief that Congress is going to legislate 
wheat to $1.25 a bushel, shut down on de- 
liveries, as they are already reported to be 
doing in Indiana, Ohjo, Illinois and Mis- 
sourl, or should the old world get 
greedy for our moderate reserves in sight, the 
clique may conclude to put on the screws. 

Not 28 per cent of the wheat soid for May 
delivery In the several speculative markets 
could be delivered, The contracts are valid, 
however, and the courts hold that if the 
short seller cannot deliver the goods he 
has agreed to, he must pay damages to the 
buyers. The game is absolutely tn the hands 
of the glant manipulators. 

THE EFFECT IN ST. LOUIS. 

As far as the St. Louis market is concerned, 
no one Knows whether the alleged combina- 
tion exists or does not exist. There isa gen- 
eral belief that a scheme of some 
kind is being worked in the East against 
the Western markets, but just what 
it is, or who its engaged in it is 
a matter on which none of the grain’men 
seem to be able to form an opinion. Lately 
there has been a good deal oft money lost to 
New York, but the gains have been about 
equal, and it is thought that there is no 
material differemce on one side or the other. 
The pyle that has characterized the mar- 
ket is ascri to a combination of eastern 
Gealers, with European assistants. Near! 
all the No. wheat sold is to go out, and this

STATE UNIVERSITY.

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The Time of the Senate Taken Up in Its 
Discussion. 


WURDEMANN CAUSES A RIPPLE OF 
HUMOR IN THE HOUSE, 


Senator Stons Upholds the Ciaims of Co- 
lumbia—Redistricting Committee Ap- 
pointed in the Upper Eranch — Mirth 
and Temper Evoked by a Resolution— 
Proceedings in Detail. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 19.—The Senate 
spentthe whole morning discussing a reso- 
lution introduced by Senator Stone of St. 
Louls to send a committee of fourteen to 
Colum Dia to ascertain all the information 
bearing on the wants of the State University. 
In the rambling discussion that followed 
Senator Major, the champion of Columbia, 
said that it was true that the University was 
a difficult place toreachin a hurry. It had 
only a branch railroad and ifhehad his say 
he -would. have that torn up. ‘*'The 
further you put a boy away  frem 
the center of civilization when you want to 
educate him the better it will be forthe boy,’’ 
he said with emphasis, The resolution was 
finally voted down by a vote of 16 to i4. 

President Claycomb then announced the 
committees. The Committee on Congres.- 
sional Re-districting isas follows: Senators 
Cc. F, Cochrane, at large; Bonner, First Dis- 
trict; Stevens, Second; Taggart, Third; Mc- 
Killop, Fourth; Teasdale, Fifth; Major, Sixth;

AN INTERESTING ARGUMENT IN THE | 


GUSTAVE TEMPLE CASE. 


A Motion Made to Quash on the Ground 
That Electricity Cannot Be Proven to 
Be Private Property—Hardware Store 
Burglarizsed—Held for the Grand-Jury

Attorney Marshal McDonald filed a motion

Electricity is a thing over which there is 
no control, he argued. Gas is different. It 
isa well known substance. Itcan be ana- 
lyzed and measured, and contains so many 
grammes of hydrogen, nitrogen and ove) 
It can be put In tanks and measured out. Not 
so with electricity, however. Noone knows 
what it is. They call it a current because 
the old philosopher and student, Gerkes, put 
vitrous and resinous fluids together and pro- 
duced or caused to flow what he called elec- 
tron. It is called electricity now, but no one 
knows what it is or how to describe it. It is 
nota tangible thing and cannot be stolen.

WAS IT A TRUST? 
The Question Raised in the 0. & M. Quo 
Warranto Case. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill]., Feb. 10.—In the case of 
the quo warranto suit of the people of the 
State of Illinois upon relation of §8. Sterritt 
McKim, Derrick Fahenstock and Jullus F. 
Walsh vs. James H,. Smith, Edwards Whitta- 
ker and Edward Howland Robinson Green, a 
suit to oust defendants from their positions 
as Directors in the Ohio €& Mississippi Rallway 
Co., the defendants have filed their answer. 
They allege that the votes cast for the rela-

livery has been ordered in each case by 
some authority more competent to inves- 
tigate applications and to. grant,or refuse 
licenses as the law directs. 

If, as the Globe-Democrat asserts, Mr. 
ZIBGENHEIN has done better than any of 
his predecessors, an investigation of their 
records would only pile up redundant evi- 
dence of the advisability of relieving the 
Collector from the incongruous judicial 
function which now makes the Collector’s 
office one of the most powerful and 
one of the crookedest political machines in 
our municipal system. For years past 
there have been strong indications of more 
crookedness in it than any one of the offi- 
cials who have held the office would have 
permitted if he could have prevented it. 

It will be observed that Mr. ZIEGENHEIN, 
in self-defense, distinctly takes the posi- 
tion that our saloon license law is very 
faulty; that a strict enforcement of it is, in 
his opinion, not only undesirable, but im- 
practicable so long as the Coliector’s office 
is looked to for such enforcement. 

A better witness for the necessity of re- 
lieving his office of functions it is unfitted 
to discharge properly, could not 
have appeared before the committee. 
Expert testimony more conclusive 
in behalf of the change proposed by the 
Anderson bill could, not have been pro- 
duced. -Wecommend Mr. ZIEGENHEIN’S 
defense to both the Municipal Assembly 
and the State Legislaturt as a demonstra- 
tion of the proposition that the law should 
be amended and new machinery for its en- 
forcement provided in St. Louis. 

The Mayor and Comptroller have both 
indorsed this proposition, and now Col- 
lector ZIEGENHEIN has made the duty of 


the Municipal Assembly perfectly plain.

Considering the matter from his high 
autocratic elevation, he tells us in sub- 
stance that he disapproved of our saloon 
law, and decided that he could not enforce 
it as written, if he would, and would not 
if he could; that he considered it his duty 
to get the best possible results, or what he 
regarded as the best possible results out of 
it, by asort of go-as-you-please adminis- 
tration of it; ignoring some of its provi- 
sions in some parts of the city 
and applying them in other parts, while 
disregarding other provisions altogether as 
impracticable or wrong For instance, he 
decided, as he himself confesses, to disre- 
gard the law relating to applications for 
license in some large sections of the city, 
to require no petitions, pay no attention 
to remonstrances, and grant licenses in- 
discriminately, except inthe West End, 
where there was violent opposition to the 
introduction of saloons! 

Now, upon this showing of what is to 
be expected from the Collector’s office and 
its established method of dealing with ap- 
plicants for license, we call upon every 
householder who does not want a saloon 
thrust into his block in violation of law, 
to get up petitions forthe passage of the 
Anderson bill.

VIOLATIONS OF THE LAW EXCUSED ON 
THE GROUND OF EXPEDIENCY. 


}He Claims That Saloons Can Open and 
Run Without a License in Spite of All 
He Can Do—Reflections on the Courts— 
Audacious Misrepresentations of His 
Methods With Regard to £aloon Peti- 
tions—The Committee’s Report. 


It was like firing cannon Dalls into cotton 
bales. Chairman Albert Arnstein and Mr. 
Anderson shot one question after another at 
Collector Ziegenhein about his revenue 
methods, and they struck and sunk, but did 
not move him. The development of the 
whole investigation yesterday afternoon 
might be summed.up in a question and an- 
swer like this: 

Councilman Arnstein: “‘Does not the law 
require you to collect in this manner?’’ 

The Collector: ‘‘Bat I have found that the 
best way to collect the money is this.’’ 

Collector Ziegenhein came up to the Council 
Chamber with Dramshop Deputy Julius 
Wurtzburger, who had his hands filled with 
papers. Deputy Wurtzburger is a very Keen 
fellow and he hasthe saloon business of the 
Collector’s office at his fingers’ ends. Comp- 
troller John D. Stevenson sat at one end of 
the long committee table. He was very 
useful to tlie committee. Sometimes he 
threw Ught on an involved explana- 
tion of the Collector by a few 
words, Sometimes he Kept silent, 
when the Collector made an assertion. 
Often he laughed Immoderatély at the Col- 
lector’s generous praise of himself. Council- 
man John C. Bensiek had evidently come to 
the meeting of the committee to protect the 
Collector. He warded off sharp questions of 
Chairman Arnstein and Councilman Ander- 
son, broke their force by modifying them be- 
fore the Collector began to answer, and often 
replied for him, making light of them. Every 
answer of the Collector was taken Dy this 
Counciiman with a sympathetic. and 
satisfied nodanda few words of approval. 
When the investigation began he moved fora 
secret session of the committee. 

‘*No, sir,’’ said Councilman Anderson, ‘‘I 
amsure that Mr. Ziegenhein doesn’t want 
that kind ofan investigation. Hehas been 
charged with certain things inthe papers 
and before the Council, and I am sure that he 
wants to make his defense openly. We iIn- 
tend to treat him with the utmost fairness.’’ 

Collector Ziegenhein disappointed the 
zealous Councilman Bensiek by saying em- 
phatically that he wanted the howspapers to 
hear all he had to say. 

‘‘Well, then,’’ said Councilman Arnstein, 
‘*weare here, Mr. Ziegenhein, to hear why 
you don’t collect the saloon licenses better 
than has been done,’’ 

THE COLLECTOR’S ADMISSIONS. 

The Collector‘ot some papers from Deputy 
Wurtzburger and stood uptoreply. He said 
there were 1,840 saloonsintown. Only 286 
had not paid their licenses up to date. The 
police had reported a large number of saloons 
running without license. The papers had said 
there were 719 of them. That was a mistake 
in counting the police returns. He had had 
the published names counted and there were 
only 697. Of these 411 had paia their licenses 
by Feb. 9, and now there were only 14 to 
collect, others having paid since then. If he 
pushed these men he would get about forty 
orfifty.. If he treated them leniently he 
would get nearly a hundred perhaps.’’ 

‘*You mean that 411 paid in the one day 
between the time the police got up their re- 
port forthe Councll and Feb. 9?’’ said Mr. 
Anderson. 

‘*‘No, That was nota fair showing. The 

olice reported many saloonkeepers who had 
icenses as not having them.’’ 

‘*‘Why sbouldthe police fall into such an 
error?’’ 

‘*] don’t know,’’ said the Collector, ‘‘Prob- 
ably they Were not on good terms with some 
of the saloon-Keepers,and when they went 
toa saloon the man there said, ‘I’ve got a 
license, but I’m not going to show it to 

ou.’ ’’ 

. **Doesn’t the law require the saloon- keeper 
to hang his lcense up in a conspicuous 
place?’’ 

‘*Well, Isuppose that’s the way that hap- 

ned.’’ 

Comptroller Stevenson here interposed to 
make itclear when the saloon-keepers had 
paid. ‘‘Mr. Ziegenhein means that up to 
Jan. 15 he had collected 167 licenses, and be- 
tween thatand Feb. 9 collected allof those 
remaining except 268,’’ 

‘*That’s it,’’ said the Collector’ 

‘*Do you not understand that the law re- 
quires saloon-keepers to pear their licenses in 
January and July’’’ asked Councilman Arn- 
stein, 

‘*‘No. The law says that the licenses are 
due and collectable at that time, when the 
old one expires. You will find with every 
collector that up to Jan. 15 licenses have been 
collected very slowly, sO many other taxes 
have to be paid about that time, andon the 
July licenses they have run Over into August. 
Really,’’ the Collector wenton, ‘‘that ts a 
very goodthing. We couldn’t manage itat 
allif they alicameup and paid ina body on 
the day the licenses were due. ’’ 

**Do you mean that you couldn’t receive 
this money if it was offered to you?’’ asked 
Councilman Anderson, removing his cigar 
from his mouth and looking at the Collector 
in astonishment. 

‘*Yes, sir, it would be literally impossible, 
with the dog licenses, vehicle licenses, hawk- 
ers’ licenses and so on. Why, we couldn’t 
beginto handle the saloonkeepers’ licenses 
if they all come in together with the force 
now in our office. You don’t understand the 
trouble itis to issuea license or the class of 
people that go into that business. It is slow 
work to transact business withthem. Why, 
I’ve talked myself hoarse with one of them, 
sometimes for an hour, telling him what to 
do,and then when he got to the door he 
would turn around and say: «

Ex-Mayor Cregier Enthusiastic Concern: 
ing This City. 

Yesterday ex-Mayor Cregter of Chicago ar- 
rived in the city and registered at the Lin- 
dell. A representative of the Post-DisPpaTCcH 
called upon Mr. Cregier, and asked his opin- 
fon ofthe prospects of St. Louis. ‘‘I have 
paid a great deal of attention to your city of 
late,’” Mayor Cregier replied, ‘‘and am 
firmly convinced that it now has the best op- 
portunity of development and growth ever 
offered it. If St. Louls takes advantage of its 


chances [I can see no reason why 
any city in the West, or indeed tin the 
country, should exceed it in wealth 
and population. I have recently watched 
closely the development of the trade with 
Mexico, andam astonished at its possibill- 
ties. This is the natural base of supplies 
for Mexico, and not only for Mexico, but for 
the entire South American Continent. The 
reciprocity treaties that will doubtless be 
made within a short time, will throw an 
enormous business into this city, The Mexi- 
cans and South Americans have hitherto not 
been very good customers in foreign markets, 
because they have not had the proper facill- 
tiles. Under the reciprocity ideas now preva- 
lent all thi will be changed, and the 
purchases made by the Spanish-American 
states will astonish those who have not 
looked carefully into the question. st. Louis 
can readily obtain the lion’s share of this 
trade, but the citizens must make an effort to 
get it; must not sit down and wait for it to 
come tothem. If properenergy and judg- 
ment is manifested it would be difficult’ to 
overestimatethe growth of St. Louis during 
the next few years.’”’

William G. Richardson, the Grand Recorder 
of the Ancient Order of United Workmen, ts 
not a man easily startled, but when he read 
a telegram which was handed him at his of- 
fice this morning he almost jumped out of his 


chair. The telegram was as follows: 
HANNIBAL, Mo., Feb. 1. 
Charlies C. Anderson, the City Marshal of Hanni- 
red eleven years ago, has turned

The son for Mr. Richardson’s unusual 
perturbation will be understood when it is 
explained thatthe disappearance of Ander- 
son ts one of the most remarkable mysteries in 
A. O. U. W. bistory in America. Anderson was 
a member of the order and his family were 
paid the $2,000 due them when what were con- 
siderea satisfactory proofs of his death were 


produced. o 

The history of the case as given by Grand 
Recorder Ricbarason ts very interesting. 

, A STRANGE CASE. 

On Jan, 9, 1890, Miss Annie T. Anderson of 
Hannibal, Mo., applied to Recorder Richard- 
son for ‘the a of the $2,000 life insur- 
ance of the order upon her brother, Chas. C. 
Anderson, who left home in April, 1879, and 
had not been heard of again. After waiting 
and searching for her brother for more than 
ten years Miss Anderson asked the A. O. U. 
W. for the méney she felt was due her upon 
her brother’s death. Of his death she was 
positive, and her mother, who had died in 
the meantime, believed the same thing and 
died with that belief. So through her attor- 
ney, John L. Robards, she sent the following 
appeal to the Grand Recorder: 


Charles C. Anderson was a charter member of Biuff 
Lodge, No. 23, Hannibal, Mo., of the A. ©. 

j., under certificate No. 713, Sept. 27, 1%77,and

Charles C. Anderson in May, 1878, was elected 
marshal of the city of Hannibal, and was known ase 
vigilant, enterprising officer, and was actively and 
vigorously co-operating with the State officials in the 
detection, arrest and conviction ofa den of thieves, 
gambiers, counterfeiters, ete., in White Hall, in the 
State of Hllinois. His daring and extraordinary 
success in exposing their crimes drew out their 
deadly enmity, and they made frequent threats of 
kilinghim. His life was believed tu bein jeopardy 
from those outlaws. He express his own 
misgivings, but was fearless. While thus circum- 
stanced, on the afternoon of Apeti 25. 1879, he re- 
ceived a telegram oa this detective business request - 
ing him to come immediately to Jacksonville, Iil, 
Sevorai of his friends read the dispatch, to whom he 
stated his purpose of speedy returg. His mother 
and sister were destitute without his support. He 
had two good suits of clothing at ‘home: one was «6

of his temporary absence, and left on the 5 " 
o'clock train, with a balance due him on settlement 
from the city of Hannibalas marshal. He was de- 
coyed to Toledo, O., where, meeting with a friend 
who formerly lived in Hannibal, Mr. Dink Leflet, he 
stated to him that he was about leaving for home, 
via St. Louis, and mailed the following postal card to 
his deputy, W. A. Wiison, viz.: 

** TOLEDO, OU. Apeit 27, °79.—I leave for St. Louis 
this evening. Will be at home Tuesday morning. 
Please tell mama. ©. C. ANDERSON."’ 

W hich letter plainly shows his intention to return 
and his affectionate solicitude for his mother. No 
power short of death itself would have kept Charley 
Anderson from his loved ones at home. He never 
returned. We believe he was killed then and there 
in some manner. No other information has been 
had by any one, although Coeur de Leon Lodge, No. 
1l,.K. P., of which he was a member, instituted in- 
quiry and search throughout the United States. Bluff 
City Lodge, No. 23, A. O. U. 'W., has also made 
systematic inquiry, and his friends 
diligent quest, all without avail. Idle gossip 
has furnished possible clews, but when 
tested were proven to be fabrication, as shown by 
the responsive letter of Mr. Chas. T. DeGaris, 
Memphis, Tenn., of Dec. 25, 1889, to Mr. W. H. C, 
Nash, Recorder of Bluff Gy Lodge No. 23, which 
is here appended. Which lodge elieving him dead

With all the facts, reason and nature inting to 
his assassination in Toledo, O., on that fatal Sunde :

ABSOLUTELY PURE 


ON FIRE AT SEA. 


Flames on an Atlantic Steamer in a Rag- 
ing Storm. 


New York, Feb. 19.—Fire on shipboard is 
a thrilling thing under any circumstances, 
but when fire is discovered in the hold ofa 
ship during a storm in mid-ocean it is a 
doubly perilous situation. Such was the 
experience of the trampship Africa, which 
arrived at this portlast Tuesday. She sailed 
from Hamburg for this port Jan. 10 last. 
When about a week at sea her machinery be- 
came disabled, and Capt. Clare headed for 


Fowey. There he made repairs and sailed 
again Jan. 26. After leaving Fowey very 
boisterous weather was encountered. The 
ship being lightly laden was tossed about 
likeachip. The giant waves rolled over the 
vessel, carrying away the bridge, smashing 
twoof the starboard lifeboats, demolishing 
the wheelbox and sweeping the deck clear of 
all the fixtures. 

For a week, withouta moment’s intermis- 
siom the Africa was battered and knocked 
about by a succession of violent northwest 
gales. Going ahead was almost out ofthe 
question, and some days the ship did not 
cover fifty miles. 

On the afternoon of Feb. 7 the storm 
abated. The Africa’screw hy this time were 
pretty wellused up. The lull in the storm 
allowed them to turp in and take a much 
needed rest. Only those absolutely necessary 
to work the ship were on deck early on the 
the morning of Feb. 8. 

Capt. Clare and Mate Pelvey were-on the 
bridge. About 3 o’clock Mate Pelvey detected 
the odor of something burning. He immedi- 
ately told Capt. Clare and they lost no time 
investigating. Theship was loaded with a 
cargo of paper bagging. 

Mate Pelvey had no sooner left the bridge 
than he saw smoke coming out of hatch No. 
1. It was Darely visible, and looked like 
steam vapor. With the assistance of the cap- 
tain the hatch was opened. Thena glowing 
sheet of flame and heavy smoke shot out of 
the hatchway. It startled the mate and cap- 
tain, but they lost no time in battering 
down the hatch and callingthe crew to quar- 
ters. 

No sooner 
sounded than the entire crew 
and ready to battle with the flames. The 
hose was turned intothe burning bold. This 
seemed to have no effect. The flames roared 
and crackled and judging from the way the 
smoke was coming out ofthe hatch the fire 
was rapidly spreading. 

Capt. Clare resorted to extreme measures. 
It was his only hope to save his ship and to 
do it meanta risk of hisown life. But he did 
not hesitate. He rigged a temporary derrick 
and gathered a lot of chains and several iron 
grapples. 

Mate Pelvey volunteered to descend into 
the hold with the captain. The hatch was 
opened, and after the first sheet of smoke and 
fame had burst forth the captain and mate 
were lowered into the burning hold. 

The undertaking Wasa perilous one. Down 
among the burning cargo mate and captain 
grope bout and grappled burning bale after 
bale. ssoonasthey founda burning Dale 
they grappled it, gave the signal and the men 
on deck hoisted itand threw it into the sea. 
For an hour the two men worked in the flery 
depths. They succeeded in getting out 
twenty -six of the blazing bales. 

Thenthe fumes and the heat exhausted 
them. They could stand it no longer and 
signalled to the men above to haul them out. 
Both were weak and faint; their hands and 
faces were scorched and burned, and for 
some time after gettingon deck they could 
scarcely speak. 

‘Their heroic work saved the ship. They 
had succeeded in getting out all Dut the 
smouldering bales. With the assistance of 
the hose these were flooded and the fire at 
last extinguished.

In some of the best 
wheat districts in France alternate frost and thaw 
appear to have occasioned damage, but at present 
farwers are not seriously apprehensive of the re- 
sult. Lately the weather was wet and relatively 
mild. In North Germany the snow has almost dis- 
appeared, leaving the winter-sown cereals in 4 
healthy state. In Holland and Belgium weather 
keeps miid, and no compiaiats are heard from farm- 
ers. Judging from Spanish advices crop prospects 
in the peninsula are unusually promising. In South 
Russia frost threatens the well-being of the wheat 
and rve fields. but snow fell this week, and it is 
hoped that the damage is not irreparable.

ITALIANS BEING NATURALIZED. 


A New Political Olub and the Work It 
Is Doing. 


The local politicians are just now very 
much interested in a new element which has 
appeared and which will soon bea very im- 
portant and considerable factor in local 
political movements. The new element 
comes in under the name of the ‘‘Circolo- 
Politico Independent Itallano Americano,’’ 
or, in other words, the Italian American In- 
dependent Political Club. 

The club now includes almost every Italian 
citizen in St. Louls and is rapldly gathering 
upthe immense number of Italians who are 
not citizens,and preparing them for that 
honorable condition. 

The representatives of the society who can 
talk English assert that the purpose is 
to secure for the Italians in S8t. 
Louis equal rights with other nation- 
alities, and these ends are to be secured 
through sufficient representation in political 
affairs. As a preliminary step the citizen 
members ofthe club are hunting outall the 
banana ddiers, laborers and others of 
their nationality who have not yet been nat- 
uralized, and aretaking themto the Crimi- 
nal Courtand havingthem take out their 
first papers upon which, inthecourse of a 
year, they can vote. But few of these new 
citizens canspeak Englishand have to be 


Girected by the club officers appointed for 
the purpose. 

About forty Italians have been given papers 
inthe last three days, but itis understood 
that theyare but an insignificant number 
compared with those yet to come. 

With a well organized club, and all the 
Italian saloons with them, it is probable that, 
the new society will make itself felt.
